The Tiles displayed in this book are, with the exception of those shewn on 
Sheet 16, which are printed patterns, and on the extra Sheet of Photographs, all 
Enameled by a Patent process, known as “ Reynold’s process,’ which was adopted in 
1848 by the late Mr. Herbert Minton, and has ever since been carried on at MINTONS 
(Limited) CHINA WORKS. 


The process for the decoration of Tiles was early favoured by the late Mr. 
A. Welby Pugin, ‘‘the great restorer of Gothie Art,” in the Houses of Parliament and 
in many other places, and the patterns in that style of ornament in this book are all 


from his hand. 


Since the days of Pugin the use of these enamelled Tiles for decorative purposes 
has greatly increased, and there are now few houses without some examples either on 
the Walls, Grates, or Mantles, or inlaid in Furniture or formed into Jardinieres, but 
perhaps, for no purpose are they more generally or more usefully employed than for 
Hearths, for which the body of the Tile is made of an extra strength; their cheerful 
appearance and the ease with which they are kept clean and bright, owing to their 


richly glazed surface, greatly recommending them for that purpose. 


In some patterns the colors are on the glaze, but in all cases where the Tiles 
are exposed to much wear, such as for Hearths, §c., the Enamelling Oolors are UNDER 


THE GLAZE, and therefore practically indestructible. 


It should be understood that these Enametled Tiles wre not intended, and indeed 


are unsuitable for Flooring Tiles, which this Firm does not manufacture. 


Mr. Reynolds, the patentee, who was awarded a medal of the Ist class at the 
Paris Exhibition of 1855, and also at Vienna in 1875, has had the management of 
the process at these Works since 1848. and although other manufacturers have lately 
adopted it, mostly in its simpler form. it is not too much to say that none have produced 
effects at all equal, for instanee, to the Waverley and other series of monochrome 


pictures.
